DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the Prior Art 
made of record fails to teach wherein an interval between the electrodes becomes 
narrower from an upstream side/inlet to a downstream side/outlet with respect to a 
water current flowing through the unit; a casing having an inlet and outlet allowing the 
water current to flow through the casing constantly in a horizontal direction from the inlet 
to the outlet; terminals laid from the electrodes being so formed so as to penetrate a 
bottom wall of the casing body and protrude downward . The prior art made of record 
shows a housing/casing with an upper lid wherein the terminals connecting the 
electrodes do not penetrate a bottom wall of the housing but the bottom wall of an 
electrolyzing chamber placed within the housing/casing. If the chamber is selected to be 
the "casing", it fails to include a lid attached to the casing body; a cross sectional area of 
the inflow port and a cross sectional area of the outlet port being smaller than the cross 
sectional area flow area of the casing body and wherein the cross sectional area of the 
casing gradually decreases from an upstream/inlet to a downstream/outlet as claimed. 
There was not found a teaching in the Prior Art suggesting modification of the 
conventional electrolytic device to obtain the ion elution generating apparatus of the 
present invention.
